TO TH* PUBLIC. 

In the present state ^political excitement, it 
is difficult for any man to escape censure, or 
avoid the attacks of partisan editors, their ald¬ 
ers and abettors. In common with many oth¬ 
ers, I have come in for * share. Justice to my¬ 
self, therefore, demands, that I should ask the 
attention of the public for a few moments, 
whilst I.submit a plain, brief statement of facts 
in relation to the transaction spoken of in the 
last Republican, leaving the public to diaw 
their own conclusions:

However ardently I 
may espouse the cause of Mr. Adams, and how¬ 
ever opposed I may be to the election of Gen. 
Jaekson, I have nover been disposed (o resort

Copy of a letter from Dr, JAMB8 L. ARM 
STRONG,auttiorof «The Tennessean’ dated 
“Davis’ Mill, Bedford County, Tenn, 17th

LATEST FROM RIO JANEIRO. 

By the ship Tuscalosa, Captain Beard, arrived 
this morning in 37 days from Rio, we have in. 
telligence down to the 20th of June. Nothing 
definitive had yet transpired regarding the pro¬ 
positions of Peace with Buenos Ayres & among 
the mercantile claas much uncertainty existed 
upon the subject. 

The revolt which took pltce among the Irish 
and German Troop* on Ihe 11th was quelled 
with the loss of many lisea-^they were actuated 
by no political feelings or hostility to the Gov¬ 
ernment—their complaints were relative to pay 
and rations snd dislike to their officers.

[Extract of a letter to the editor ofthe Baltimore

I have a thousand times observed one pecu” 
liar trait in the character of seamen. Whene\| 
er English sailors are in an American port, or 
Yankees in an English place, they are sure to 
quarrel, but put the same men in a French or 
Spanish seaport, and they will unite most firmly 
against the common enemy. I have often been 
amused at the promptness and alacrity with 
which the English sailors uniformly espoused 

our quarrels on the coast of South America_ 

Without stopping to count noses, to make any 
tedious and unnecessary investigations of the 
causes of the row, we commonly recoived tho 
first ‘advices’ of their arrival and co-operation 
from seeing half a dozen of the enemy rolling 
in tho gutter and the rest ‘in full retreat.’ It 
was enough for them to see ‘one of us, put up¬ 
on’ by the natives, to induce them to lend us 
their aid. 

Another trait more amiable than 'compara¬ 
tiveness’ is their unreflecting generosity to each 
other. Many a time I have seen a group of 
English and American soameu, whose money 
was spent, boforc their ‘liberty was out, disen¬ 
cumbering thomselves of jackets, shoes, and 
silk handkerchiefs, to ‘make a raise’ for the mu¬ 
tual accommodation of the party. I could in¬ 
stance a thousand other good qualities which 
sailors possess and which might be made to 
produce good fruit, but it would be of little use 
for me to point out the many good things that 
might bo done with the same money that is 
yearly squandered in absurd and Quixotic 
schemes. Both the moral and physical condi¬ 
tion of seamen admit of great Improvement, and 
1 have often wondered thut those who believe 
and live up to the doctrines of Christianity, 
have never undortakon a crusade against float¬ 
ing wickedness. Whether their faith is not 
strong enough to walk on the water, or what¬ 
ever may be the cause of their neglecting go 
numerous, usoful, and neglected class of men, 
I do not pretend to say, but certainly a vast deal 
might be done for them either by government 
or philanthropic societies.

The dresses 
of all (he officers whether naval or military, 
were completely covered with gold lace and 
embroidery, Our crew were all young, itout 
and remarkably fine looking men, and the Lib¬ 
erator seemed to have eyes for nothing else.- he 
repeatedly walked forward aa far as the main¬ 
mast, to have a nearer view of the men who 
were lounging about the gangways and taking 
but little notice of him. 


INDIAN EXECUTION. 

The Georgia Statesmen and Patriot of the 
26th July gives the following account of the ex¬ 
ecution ot two murderer*: 

An Indian and negro were executed on the 
13th instant, at Fort Mi chel, on the Cbattahoo- 
cliy, lor the murder of Bednor, a whiteman, while 
coming through the Greek Nation, l he weap¬ 
on with which he was murdered, was a small 
hatchet or tomahawk. The Indian, of bis own 
accord, immediately confessed his guilt, but the 
negro broke from custody, although shot at sev¬ 
eral times, and pretty severely wounded in the 
attempt. He was immediately pursued by a 
company of Indians deputed for that purpose, 
and retaken—for who can escape the never 
slumbering vigilance of those avengers of blood 
when once they have scented the foot steps of 
their victim f 

A tribunal of Chiefs had been convened by P- 
the Agent, to ait in Judgment on the two wretch¬ 
es over which Tuakeega, son of Little Prince, 
presided. The trial and execution occupied a- 
bout an hour. The examinations bping closed, * 
and the order given, “Take them way and kill 
them"—* Chief of the Cussetas, m if Anxious t» 
vindicate tbe character of hisTYibe from the stain 
of blood, rose to My something in exculpation. 
The presiding Chief drew out his long knife, 8c 
motioning it significantly to the speaker, while 
he extended his arm, and a dark frown lowered 
on hia brow, gravely Mid,—“Thai’s a bad talk; 
you’d belter not make il?” • The wretebss wtro 
then taken to execution upon a log about tn 
hundred yards distant, the Indian sitting across 
the log, about eight feet in advance of the ne¬ 
gro. The executioner of the Indian »M ready 
with his knife, and that of the negro, with bis 
club. Both struck simultaneously. He who 
wielded the knife evinced some axil! in touch¬ 
ing the heart through the left ritp. Tbe blade 
being buried to the haft one or two sudden 
turns were given to it, to make the stab effec- 


and plunged in the opposite side, ln doing 
this, the blade was bent nearly half double by 
the resis’ance of a rib. The executioner then 
placed it upon the log, and deliberately straight¬ 
ened it with his foot. The next tbsjitt was 
more cautious snd niore successful. At this 
moment the negro sunk under the blows of tbe) 
club, snd both Indian and- negro fell on the ] 
same tide of the log together, without a groan, 
and, to all appearance without the yielding of a 
muscle. At this crisis, each executioner passed 
from his own to the other’s victim, so that tbe 
club finished what the knife had left undone, - 
and the knife drank the blood which the clul> 
had left
